Childems, Plato, Ariftotle, Hyparchus,and even to Ptolomy him< 
ſelf) Or wh:rher Morey according to the Alphonſins ; yer this 
is m>ſt certain, and nor contradi&z2d by any, That in Mun- 
dane bodies, as the Earth, water, Aire, Fire, and Heavens, 
there is ſome Firſt and ſupreme, then which there cannot be 
any higher ; ocherwiſe ſhould they be infinite in operation 2 
And alſo that theſe yery Bodyes are the univerſall Cauſes of 
Phyſicall Mutations,and ſubordinate one to another in Ope- 
ration: therefore in thar Subordination,there muſt likewiſe be, 
en: firſt and ſupreme Phyſicall cauſe, which aRerh by ir ſelf, 
and borroweth nor of any former the power of operation. And 
from that the Mille, and from theſe rhe Loweſt do receive 
their vertu2 of Action: otherwiſe, this Subordination of Cauſes, 
ſhould ir ſelf be quite overthrown : For, why ſhould the 
Midle be ſaid to be ſubordinate to the Supreme, 3nd the Loweſt 
ro the M'idle in their Operation, if that which is lower re- 
ceived no influx or vertue from thar which is ſuperiour unro 
it > and can the Loweſt withouc the Influence of the Miale, 
or theſe without the Influence of rhe Higheſt, of rhemſelves 
produce any ettc& > 

The Firſt Cauſe, rherefore, of all rhings can b2 no ther, 
then the Sapreme heaven, which if (according to the Do« 
Arine of rhe Ancients) it move, it moveth alſo the bodies that 
be thereunrto inferiour - yer is nor it ſelf moved by any orher 
body ſuperior unto ir. And if (according to Kepler) it be ime 
moveable; and indued w'th Staryres, itharth influence, ar leaſt; 
upon the bodies rhar be ſubordinate to it, but receiveth nor 
influence from any orher. Therefore eicher way, the Firſt 
h-aven, ſhall be the Firſt cauſe,or rhe firſt Phyſcall beginning 
of Phyſicall Effes and Changes, For, *tis bur expedient thar 
the Firſt beginning in every kmd, ſhould be the moſt perfe& 2 
Therefore (hall che Firſt. h?aven be inthe Lineage of Effici= 
ent Cauſes, which are of the moſt univerſall ;:and power- 
full A&ive vertue,(which is the greateſt perfeFion'of an Effi-

of : rherefore every ſublunary effeR, ſo farre as it miy be con- 
fidered ſecundum ſe totum,ro wir, in its beginuing,vigour, Decli- 
nation, and Deſtruftion, muſt be reterred ro the whole heaven ; 
yer not confuſedly, bur diſtin&ly and orderly, as the moſt

For, as the wholeeffe, and wharſocver doth happen from 
Heaven during the ſame, correſpond to the whole Heaven, and 
yer the Beginning is not the Endrhereof ; ſo what was in hea- 
ven of ir ſelf the Cauſe of its Beginningzthis ſame thing ſhall nor 
of ir ſelf be the Carſe of rhe End thereof : (for ſp. no effe&t 
ſhould continue, nor indeed any be produced.) Bur as the Be- 
Suning, vigour, declination and End of things, doe: differ and

Beginning of every thing > Surely that, which in the very Be- 
vinning of the rhing, ariſethabove rhe Horizon Viereof, and 
ariſing cauſerh rhe thing ir ſelf alſo co ariſe. For, certain ir is, 
thar of all che placesof heaven, the Eaſt is more powerfull 
then the reft, as is teſtified by all Aſtrologers, co neniag the 
Rifong, Culminating, and Setting of rhe Starres ; and as cxpe- 
rience it ſelf convinceth, in the Change of Aire. Bur a Cauſe 
is {aid to be onely more Powerfull, in reſpe& of a ſtronger, 
and more difficulr effc& ; Therefore, che Kronger _ ow 
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difficult effe& of crhings, muſt be arrribured to the A/cendent 
Part of heaven, which none will deny to be the Riſe or Pro* 
duftion of thoſe things. Bur ſucceſſively, thar Part of heavens 
which is more elevated above the Horiq 1, and poſſefleth rhe 
Mid-heaven, in the Riſe or Beginning of th: thing, ſhall hive 
the Government of rhe vigour and operative vertue thereof; 
That which ſetteth at the ſame rime, the Dzclination of ir, 
from irs perfe& eſtate ; and laſtly, Thar which obtaines 
the Bottom of heaven, ſhall be raken for th: Cauſe of irs Cor- 
ruption. 

Andrhis is the ſimple,and (of all orhers) the firft Diviſiox 
of heaven, whereby ir is truly and rationally firted for the Be- 
getting,Iucreaſe, and- alteration of all Phyſicall chings from 
their own Nature, and, art lengch, corruptingthem:anJ which 
onely the Ancient Aſtrologers trequencly uſed, in their Gene- 
rall and Particular conſtitutions of heaven, as appeares by 
Haly, in the Figure of the Comet which happened in his rims : 
for that eirher a more ſcrupulous Diviſion of heaven, was har- 
der in thoſe dayes for want of Aſtronomicall Tables : or be- 
cauſe this Diviſon might generically contain, whatſozver 
another could more ſpecially, 

Bur when once ſome A4ſtrologer had obſerved, that heaven 
was both made and moved, rather for the ſake of Man, then 
any other Azimate, or Inanimite Creatures, and how many 
rhings agreed ro Man himſelf, in reſpe& of his more Divine 
Nature, which did not in any wiſe to more ignoble creatures : 
He ſuppoſed, that for May's own ſake alſo the whole Circle 
of heaven was rationally Divided into Tw-lve parts, (by grear 
circles drawn through the interſeRions of rhe HoriRon and 
Meridian, and cutting the Aquator in ſo many equall parts) 
which he called houſes; the Firſt whereof he placed in the 
Eft, and delivered ro Poſterity, Thar it governed the Life of 
man, and from thence might bz had and drawn a conje&turall 
knowledge and judgement concerning Life: That the 2, 
(which followerh the firſt according .to the Motion of che 
Plaxets,) did govern R'ches ; The chird Brethren ; The fourth 
Parents, and ſo of the reſt, asin the ſubſequent Figure, the 
bouſes are Ordered and Named. And from him, untill this 


' preſentrime hath this djvi/ſon of heaven, and appellation of 


C3 houſes, 


J\ 
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Eauſes, continually uncorrupted ; Howbeir Ptrolomy and his 
Followers do diflent from this ancient Tradition, ſeeming, ro 
peryert the Diviſion in many places : as when (concerning 
Children) they principally judge, not from the 5. Houſe, bur 
the II, which i« oppoſite thcreunto 2 when (concerning rhe 
Mother) not from the 4. but the 10. oppoſite unroit ; So 
(when of Servants, and Animalls) nor from the 6. but rhe 12, 
(the Houſe oppoſing ir) which appaxent error ſhall hereafrer 
be corrected. 


The Order and Names of The Houſes A ftre looical *" 
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' Now amongſt all other foundations of Aftrolory, this of 


Dividing the Heavens into 12.Houſes,is rhe firſt and chicfeſt; 
in char thereupon principally depends rhe whole Art of Pre- 


&ions ; and rhe Cauſes, Reaſons , and fiiſt Beginnings of | 


thi 


| 
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this Diviſon, fartheſt diſtant from our underſtanding, and 
farre more hardly to be fonnd our, by reaſon,then * ny other; 
in which regard very few (if any ar all) have undertaken the 
defence thereof, by any true or probable reaſons, Ptolomy him- 
ſelf (ro ſay the truth) being in this particular very defective. 

For Lucius Bellantins (who took upon him the defence of 
Aſtrology againſt Picys) in his 10. Book (written againſt c.5. 
of Picus's 10 Book) afrer he had enum?ratred ſundry of his own 
and the Ancients trifls, not worthy the name of Reaſons, is 
at lengrh forced ro oppole Picus, with Experience onely, and 
ro conclude him from Objefs vely ridiculous,and unbeſceming 
an Artiſt of his Learning and Gravity, in theſe words : Que- 
reve igitur quam 0b cauſim hec vel illa domus huyus virtuts (it, 
eſt querere, quare Sol ſit Lucidus, cur Ignu caltdus, Aqua frigi- 
da ; que tamen ex principiss intrin("cu pendent aobis igaotioribus, 
aut ſaltem minime notioribus ; which bur a little before, he had 
called Profunda Nature ſecreta. 

And indeed all others, who have indeavoured to give the 
Reaſons of theſe Houſes, have produced nothing orderly, no- 
thing of Trurh,but meere figments onely ;So rthar if any where 
they brought a reaſon which ſeemed bur ro defend one houſe , 
the very ſame really deſtroyed all rhe reſt. And therefore 
Alexander ab Angels lib. 4.cap. 19.after his Monſtre of all rhe 
Areumens brought by f ulius Firmicus, concerning theſe Hou- 
ſes, he juſtly refells them, in theſe words ; Ridicu'us fit qui- 
cunque ridicalas has rationes noſtra ref utatione egere exiſt:maret, 

By which ic plainly appeares, how eaſe and free it was for 
the em2mies of 4ftrology,co hiſſe and laugh ar theſe Houſes,and 
imporrunately and impudently ro demand, why heaven might 
not be divided into more then 12. Houſes > Wherefore the Firſt 
Houſe is called the Houſe of Life, and placed in the Eaſt ? why 
the order and numerall ſucceſſion of the Houſes, 1 from Eaſt to 
Weſt > And why the ſecond Houſe is called the Houſe of Riches oy 
Gain, the twelfth of Enemies, Impriſonment and Miſery > Aad 
(o why the other Houſes are called by their Names, and difþoſed in 
that ordey ? ſeeing (as they prerend,) as well their O-/der as 
Names, obſerve no Order at all,bur are rather a meerc Chymere 
of confuſion; a plaine horch-porch of fiton and foolery, as Pi-' 
cx (lib,10.) and Alexander ab Angelis(1. 4.c, 27.) do _—_— 
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bur moſt wrerchedly rorment themſelves in proving, 

But know, that the Diviſion of Heaven into 12. houſes,(as 
before inthe figure,) ought not in any wiſe to be accounted 
feigned,or as wanting a Naturall foundation ; bur rather for 
a happy conception of the moſt wiſe and piercing, intelle&, 
(provided any humane underſtanding can of ir ſelf ; pprehend 
It, and ir be not of that univerſall knowledge God i \fuſed in- 
ro Adam,atthe Creation) as that which ſtanding u#vn a reall 
foundarion, declares the univerſall ſtate of Man ih beaven, 
wonderfully ſhadowed , like as in his firſt Phyſiall Cauſe. 
For this diviſcon was by rhe firſt Aurhor thereof, Cabaliſi cally 
conveyed to Poſterity, who indeed have in no ſort changed 
the ſame ; Buryer its Myſteries (the ſpirit of rhe C1bal) rhey 
have nor underſtood, nothing ar all being lefr us b ! any one 
concerning them, } 

Firſt then (for more Illuſtration ſake) 1 ſay, That the for- 
mer firſt, and fimple diviſion of heaven into 4. Cardinal parts,is 
not feigned, bur naturall , and upheld by a naturall/foundati- 
on, a5 before hath been demonſtrated. And that every one of 
thoſe parts hath rwo other parts in heaven, of theT; me nature, | 
VIR, choſe with whom it makes an /Xqwlaterall T:i*ngle in the 

wator (the principall Ciycle of the worlds firſt; Motion) or 
which ic beholds by a partile Trine in the Equaroy. For, the | 
Eternall Trinity is of infinite Love, and the fountain and ſub-_ | 
ance of infinite and moſt perfe& Love, wherein r/ze thing Lo- 
ving,which is rhe Firſt ; the thing Loved, which i; the Second, 
andLove proceeding from both, which is the Third:ire one,nor 
3n Genere or in Specze,bur in numcro;and therefore te moſt Sw- 
ple, and moſt Perfeft : whoſe Perfeftion is ſuch and ſo univer- 
ſall, rhar ir derives ir ſelf into every Trine: and therefore 
may every Tine be called Perfeft : not in any particular or 
ſpeciall perfe&ion, bur in that Firſt, and moſt univerſall per- 
feRion of the Firſt Trine, which confiſteth in Lovecand whece- 
of all Trines do diverſly participate, according roy,he Capaci- 
ty of eheir Nature. . 

Seeing rherefore rhe Fixed Starres and Planets, do (by rea- 
ſon of their yarious Motions) oftentimes beholdi:ge another 
with different  Affefts in the {@leſtiall Circles, viz. a Sextile, | 
Square, Trine and Oppoſition ; the firſt and wiſc 4ffrotogers (3 
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well for reaſons raken 2 priori, from the infinite and moſt 
univerſall perfe&ion of the firſt Trine, as 2 poſterions , from 
moſt evident effects) do generally affirme, that of all Afþ:Ms, 
the Trine is moſt perfe&, and that therein rhe perfetion of 
che firſt Trine,viz. Love, is (o ſtrong and lively, it is called by 
them an AiÞ.M# of perfett friendſhip. Now foraſmuch as this 
could nor be withour a fimilirude of natures, or at leaſt a ge» 
nericall Identiry : they rightly concluded the parts of the E- 
quatoy, which beheld one another by a partile Trine, ro be ar 
leaſt of the ſame genericall nature, and ro make up a Triplicity 
of the ſame nature. 

Wherefore ſeeing that each of the aforementioned Four 
Cardinal parts of heaven, dorh challenge to ir ſelf, a peculiar 
Triplicity of its own nature ; by rheſe four Triplie ties, Heaven 
is divided into 12. parts,called Houſes : neither was it diyiſt- 
ble into more oc fewer parts by rhe Created Qyaternary mul- 
tiplied into the divine Terxary. And therefore this D'viſion is 
accounted the moſt abſolute and rruly perfe& z as containing 
rwo Sextiles, rwo Squares, two Trines, and alſo the Oppoſition : 
which are all che Celeſtiall Aſpefts, from whence (not omir- 
ting the Conjunfion) all variations of rhe generall Celeſtiall 
Influences do happen. And theſe Afþeis do perte&ly agree 
with all rhe parrs of-che Number 12, which are 1.2.3. 4. 6. 
whereof 1, is referred ro ##nion or Conyunttion; 2. (the 6. parr 
of12,)ro rhe Sextile Afpeft ; 3. (the 4. part thereof) ro the 
Nuartile ; and 4. (the third part) ro the Trine; and 6. (the 
Middle part) rothe Oppoſition : and as there ace not more 
Aſpefts in the Circle, ſo in the Number 12, nor more payts. For 
indeed all things were made by God, in Namber, Weight and 
Meaſure. * 

Thus much premiſed,I ſay, thar the Life of man conſiſts of 
4. Ages ; Child-hood, Youth, Man-hood, and Old-age: and, thar 
in Max there are 4. different things obſervable, unro which 
all the other be reduced, as it were to their firſt beginnings , 
Namely, Life, Aﬀ#ion, Marriage and Paſſion. And theſe agree 
with the Beginning (or Riſe) vigour, Declination, and End or , 
Dearth ; which foure were before inſinuared generally agreea- 
ble to all the effeAs of narure. For, man is (aid ro Re into 
the world, when firſt ke enjoyes a worldly Life : To be ſtrong

in Aim, when he afeth, or reduceth his vigouy &f doing, 
into Action: To decline, fo ſoon as a plentifull diſfiyation 
his innate hcat and radicall moiſture beginnerh, . 's ar the 
time of mar/zage. And from man hood (the beſt rimfi.of mar- 
71age) he declinerh roward Old- age,and ar length Dips, when 
he ſuſtaines the laſt Paſſion of Life. Therefore Man's L'fe, 
Aftion, Marriage, and Paſst0n, belong to the ſame' Celeſtzall 
Principles,as do the Birth,utgour, Declization, and Drath of all 
other things in the world : viz. Life,to the E:ſt; Afi/ m, to the 
mid-heaven; marriage to the Weſt-angle; and Paſtiap, to the 
Anele of the Earth, L 

Whence do ariſe 4. Triplicities of the ſame genericall na - 
turc ; and 12. Houſes as aforeſaid. : 

The Firſt Triplicity, is of che Angle of th! Eaſt, (which they 

name the Firſt houſe, and b:longeth to Ch !d-hood) eAlled the 
Triplicity of being and Life ; the other houſes of this Triplicity 
are the Ninto and Fifth, both which do beho!d the'#rſt houſe 
by a Puriile Tine AFpct inthe Equator,where is mage this ra. 
tionall Diviſion of the houſes. {1 

For, man liveth inathreefold reſpe&,in himſelf, i} God, and 
in hi Poſterity, But the Firſt Life is onely given a min for 0- 
ther caules, viz, Thar he might worſhip God, and tbeger his 
own likeneſle : which is the complete intention of God in the 
produttion of my. 

I. Now as touching the Life of man in it ſelf (be; auſe ir is 
rhe firſt of all other things inthe Order of Natwe,and with- 
out it the reſt could not be ; therefore) ir jaſtly challengerh 
che principall houſe of this Tr:plicity, viz.Thd Angle of the Eaſt. 

2. Lifein God (the ſecond in order) exiſts in thy}! houſe of 
R-ligion, viz.. che Niath, ſubſequent to the Firſt boi ſe in this 
T1aplicity, according to the Motion of rhe Equator; 

3. And laſtly, L'fe in vis Poſterity, beſtowed on te houſe of 
Childrez, which is the fifth. Wherefore this whol} Triphictty 
concernerh Life,Bur herein one thing is very remarkable, viz, 
Thar by the morion of the,Equator (che meaſure of Time) rhere 
is made an immediate ingrefle, from the 9. houſs, into the 
8. which is the houſe of 'ſemporary Death;whereby man is ro un- 
derſtand Thar he muſt live co himſelf in God, unri*] his Tem- 
porall Death; ſo thar bertwixt chis, and rhe Life in God, no parr 
of time intercederh, | The 
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The ſecond, is the Triplicity of the Angle of the mid-heaven, 
which they name the 10. houſe and apperraineth unro youth. 
This is allo called the Triplicity of Att: on, and of G ain or world- 
ly goods flywing thence : becauſe every thing working Phyſically, 
worketh far ſome Phyſicall good. For, as by the Motion of che 
Equ tor, progrefic is niade trom the Angle of the Eaſt to the 
Anele of the m:d-heaver: ſo is there a progrefle made from 
Child-bood unto youth, and from being, or Life, ro Att;on. The 
two other houſes of this Triplicity,are rhe 6. and 2. 
Bur Gin, or the Phyſicall good arifing ro man from his 
Aftions, is threefold. 
I. Th: frſt(in order of dign'ty) is Immatertall : as are Arts, 


| magiſtracy, Dignities,and honours, unto which a man is raiſed: 


as alſo P-wer and majefty : wherefore it hath the principle 
houſe of chis Triplicity, viz. The Angle of th? mid-beaven. 

2. The ſecond, is materiall and Animated;as are (ubjefts, ſer- 
vV #'s,and all other /iving creatures;and is placed in the 6.houſe, 
accoiding tothe Motion of the Equator, in this ſubſequenc 
Trplicity, 

3. The laſt is materiall-inanimated, as are gold, ſilver, houſe- 
ho!d-ſiuffe, and even all other Immoveable Goods, gotten by 
oar own labour ; which are attributed to the ſecond houſe, un- 
der the name of Riches. Therefore this whole -Triplicity is of 
Aftion and Gain thence ariſing. 

The third, is the Triplicity of the Weſt Angle, named the 7. 
Houſe, and belonging to man-hood: This is called rhe Tripli- 
city of Marriage or Love. For, as by the Motion of the Equator, 
progreſſe is made from the Angle of the Mid-heaven, to the 
W.ſt Angl:2ven ſo there is a progrefle from youth to Man-hood, 
and from famous deeds, ro Marriages and f1zendſhips of men, 
which thence are purchaſcd. The rwo other houſes of this Tri» 
plicity arethe 3.and 11. 

But a man is Joyned to another, in a threefold reſpe&. 

I. The firſt ConjuniFion (inorder of dignity) is that of the 
body, which we call Matrimony, and therefore the principall 
houſe of this Triplicity,viz. the Weſt Angle, is thereunto dedi- 
cared. 

2, The ſecond, is thar of blood, which conſtitutes Brethren, 
2nd Kindred , in the Third Howſe,according to the Mort:on & 
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che Equater in this following Triplicity. | 

3. The laſt, is that of {ple benevolence, or favour ' whence 
do ariſe friends, inthe 11. houſe. Therefore, this wha: T/ipli-

The four h Triylicity, is that of the dark angle,(in the middle 
of night, or bottom of heaven) called the fourth bouſe,and the 
Gave or Den of the Planets; arrribured to Old-av”, and termed 
the Triplicity of Paſsion, Aflifion, and Death; wheretmo eve- 
ry man is ſubj-&,for the ſi2 of Alam, The two others houſes of 
this Triplicity are the 12.and the 8.

Sin, which our Parents imprint in us, and through which we 
are from our very Births m1de obnoxious ro every Miſery, and 
at lengrh, to death ir ſelf. And therefore the Parents WL ſcheir 
condition, during rhe life of the Nativ?,15s alſo Death, and he- 

ritages left by ch:m ro rhe Native, do poſſeſſe the vrincipall 
houſe of this Triplicity,viz., The Ang'e of the fourth bode. 

2, The ſecond 4ſfi:fAion conſiſts inthe hatred , dFeipts, Mx- 
evinations, Treacherouſneſſe and Injuries of Enemies, eſpecially 
ſecret ones 50 likewiſe in Priſons, ſervitude,Poverty, and all 
acher the Msſeries a Man ſuffereth in his whole life-time, 
Now, for that all rheſe are Exemies ro Life, therefqye are rhey 
contained under th: onely conſideration of an Engyy, in the 
12, houſe, which is truly called the valley of miſeries,; and im- 
mediately followeth in this Triplicity, according tothe Motion 
of rhe Equator, 

3. The laſt 4fiSion, inhabiting the 8. Houſe, & rhe Death 
of man himſelf, which is an End of this Temporall,4ad rhe Br- 
pinning of an Ecernall Life: wherefore according r{ rhe ſecond 
motion, or the motion of the Planets, which is from» /eſt ro Eaſt, 
there is an entrance made from the 8. hoyſe into tte 9. which 
:s the houſe of Life in God: whereby man is given ro anderſtand 
that he is to paſle by rhe /ecoud motion of rhe Soup, which is 
attribured to the mzzd or reaſon (as the firſt and r4pt motion, 
is ro the Bodyor ſenſtive Appetite) from a Temport '4 Death,un- 


to 2 Life in God, which is Eteynall. Therefore in «eſe Tripli- 
cities, that whicvis Firſt inthe order of naturegor dignity, 
| ' poſſeſſeth 
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poſſeſieth alway the morc noble houſes, v2. the Angular : 
Thar which is ſecond ,/ucced-ni bouſes,according to the motion 
of the Fquator :; And that which is laſt,Cadent, which are al- 
ſo ſuccedent according to the mation of the Ecliprickh,or Planets. 

Now I beſeech you,whar is he will ſuppoſe this Diviſion of 
the 12. Celeſt-all houſes by Triplicaties, appearing in this ſo ex- 
cellent a conſent, and in ſuch wonderfull order, to be in any | 
wiſe feigned, or caſuall ? Or whether by chance ſuch conſents 
are wont to be inthings ſo abſtruſe and intermixed 2 Or if al- 
rogether fi&irious, whether rherefore altogether wanting a 
Naturall Foundation ; which before I have plainly proved to be 
falle, and now made that moſt orderly conſent of che Houſes 
themſelves maniteſt Therefore is this Diviſion Naturall, and 
ordained by great wifed« me, as compreherding/at leaft gene- 
rically)all worldly things that can pofhbly be «<nquired of or 
concerning Man : foraſmuch as the knowledge of Contraries is 
the ſame, and thar an affirmative or negative may be ſought of 
any thing belonging ro any houſe. 

For example; Seeing Man, by the force of naturall light, 
knowerh,that there is one Godyzwh1n made and governeth rhe 
world, and therefore ro be worſhipped and Loved aboye all 
(as the Trine Afpeft made from the firſt houſe, (the cauſe of all 
inclinations, ) tothe 9g, which is the hoſe ot R-{ gion, by the 
firſt principles of nature, inſinuateth) from the Starres and 
Plaxets,(or their Aſpetts) refident in the 1. and eſpecially in 
the 9. may judgement be given, whether the native ſhall be 
inclined to the worſhip of God,and to Religion, or the con- 
trary. And fv concerning other things of this nature. 

In like manner,conjeture is made from the 7.boxſe,wherher 
he ſhall lead a married or a fingle life: From the 5. whether 
he be fruitfull, and ro have iſlue,or the contrary: and ſo of the 
reſt of the other houſes. 

Moreover, this light of the Triplicities doth very clearly 
diſtinguiſh rhe rhings which belong co every Houſe per ſe;and 
manifeſts their Errors who judge from the purpoſe by inconye= 
nient cr Repugnant Houſes. For example; In a manner all 
Aſftrologers do ſuppoſe(bur erroneouſly) that bea'th and fichneſs 
belong ro the 7.and 6. Houſes per ſe : whereas indeed they de- 
pend upon the Temperament, which is rhe Seat of Life ; Korn 
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therefore ought judgement = be given concerning them, 
from the Firſt Houſe, per ſc;>ur the judgement deduce i from 
other Houſes, is onely per acc:dens, rhar is, as you ſhall finde 
the Malevolent Planets, or their Bzames,upon which ithe ha7o- 
ſcope falls by Dire&ion , or which (h1ll come by DiteRion to 
the horaſcope it ſelf, or rothe oppoſition or Square tl ereof,du- 
ring the Life of the Natives And therefore if Safur; ? or M vs, 
ſhall ar the Moment of his Birth,be found in the 2.0þ 6. Houſs; 
from theſe Houſes ſhall judg:menr be given (per a; cidens) of 
a Saturnine or Martiall diſeaſe ; to hippn when the; horoſcope 
comes by Dire&ion to Saturne or Mars, inthe 2.Or ;qhen $4- 
turne of Mars ſhall com: by Dire&ion to the oppFite of rhe 
horoſcope in the 7. Theretore judgement pey ſe is almhes refer- 
red to th: horoſcope. The lik of other Houſes, which Prolomy 
eſpecially ſeems highly ro pervert; bur would have {11d orhe:r- 
wiſe, had ie known this Czbal of the Houſes, whic4a ſo per- 
fetly diſtinguiſheth the p oper Houſe of every thitg. Much 
more mighr be {aid concerning theſe Treplicities, cor-qucing ro 
rhe nacurall light of Pre4i@ions, which here I one 3 preſu- 
ming I ſhall abundant!y ſatisfie as wel] the Friends as Enemies 
of A(trology,it from the Doarine prepoſed, | do give 'a full and 
clear Anſwer to rhe beforementioned. importunate Ruſtions, 
put ro Aſtrologers,concerning theſe houſes, ; 

Therefore ro the firſt Rreſtzon I ſay, thar heaven is divided 
into 12, Houſes and no more ; becaule every one of the 4.Car- 
dinall parts of heaven, which govern the beginning, wgour, De- 
clination and Death of things, do by a Tine Afpeft,) ehold rwo 
other Celeſtiall parts,which, be of its own Natur: : w; ence ſhall 
ariſe three places our of cach of th: 4.Cardina?,of rh : ſame na- 
rure; for three times 4.do make neirher more nor lexethen 12. 

To the ſecond; ſay,rthar the firſt Houſe is calleqrthe Houſe 
of Life, becauſe a mn is ſaid firſt ro Riſe upon this Scene of 
the world, when firſt he drawes the Breath of this Wife: and 

therefore ſeeing thar the firſt breathing of rthis Life is.rhe be» 
ginning thereof, ir muſt be placed in the Eaſt, as:the' begin» 

ning of every orher Phyſ;call thing. 1 

Torhe third, I anſwer,that ic marrers riot as to. the inſti- 
raring of Celeſtiall Influx!s,or Prediftions, what rumber any 

Houſe be called by, whether 2. 3.07 4. provided bituen be ror 
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vided (as before)into four Trplicities,and the narure of the 
Houſes not chinged. Yer the Phyſicall order of the Houſes is 
fromthe E 1ſt b» the Soxth, into the weſt, agreeable to the 
Mocion of th: firſt and myſt univer all Phyſecall cauſe, accor- 
ding to whoſe parts ſucceeding one another, by rhat motion, 
arethe principall Eſtates or Ages of all generable things con- 
rained (according to their ſucceſſion, before related) in the 
Equator the principall Circ'e of rhe fi: ſt caule : and fo Phyſical- 
ly che Rouſe of Enemies is the ſ:cond in order ; the Houſe of 
Friends,the third; th: Houſe of mrgi (tracy, the tourch,and ſo 
forrh.. Bur myſtically,or 4n1logically, the Numericall order be- 
gins from the Ex/t,by the North Ange, co che Veſt-: the reaſon 
whereof is this. There are rwo Morions in the heavens ; the 
ficſt is of the firſt Moveable, termed 1112 R ipt-motion: rhe ſe. 
cond of the Planets, who (notwithſtanding the Rant-motion, 
by which they are wheePd about) inviolably oblerve the 
Lawes of their own Moderate motion, ordained to the con- 
trary of the former. There are alſo rwo Mocions in Man, who 
is called the microcoſm? ; one of the ſenſetive Appetite, which is 
the Motion of man, inaſmuch as he is a Lrving creature, and 
the firſt in the order of nature, and allo rapid: rhe other is of 
the Rationall apperire,which is the Motion of a maz,as he is 

in, and contrary to the former, and allo very moderate in 


c ſelf. But foraſmuch as the firſt oftheſe Morions of a man, 


hath a greater Analogy with che Motion of the ficſt moveable; 
and the ſecond with the Motion of the Planets : ; Therefore 
was it thought fit that heaven ſhould be divided according to 
the Succeſ5ion of the Signes,or rhe dire& Motion of the Planets 
(for theſe-allo are ſometime Retrograde, and Stationary, even 
as is the Rationall apperire, in irs courſe, whilſt ic ſuff-rs ic 
ſelf ro be rapt or perverted by rhe Senſitzve Apperite.)Bur that 
was done onely in at» Analogical! confideration, and nor for 
any Phyſicall cauſe, as if rhe Motion of the firſt Moveable 
ſhould by it ſelfe have influence. upon the Senpreve Appetite 
of man, and the. Motion of the Plazets, by ic ſelf, upon 
the Rationall- ;. for the Planers inſomuch 2s they are 
carryed by this own Motion,and even alſo the rſt moveable, 
have nor of themſelves any influence upon the Senſitive Ap« 
porite, or on many as he is a Living creature,otherwiſe then up= 
on

on other Animals. Bur neither the Planets, nor Fir Move- 
able, have of themſelves in fluence upon the Raridnall ap- 
perite,or mans ſo farre as he is Rational], for a reaſon ariſing 
from no Naturall ,but a Supernaturall princaple. 

Neyertheleſſe, there are many things to be perceived in 
that myſticall analogie, worthy our conſideration, as; »nducing 
not a little ro the wholſome inſtruQtion of the Mir 1, and a- 
monegſt others, rhis eſyecially,viz, That there are |;,wo waiecs 
which preſently occurre to a man art his Birth, and: ven when 
placed in rhe firſt Houſe of his Riſing, One is of .the Senf- 
tive Appetite, whereby he is brou ghr,by che Moy jon of the 
Firſt Moveable,into the valley of miſeries,viz. the;t2. Houſe, 
which containes all rhe miſeries of this Life,and alſ$ che Houſe 
of the ſecret Enemies,of the world,the Fleſh,and the Deril the 
way of whoſe Pride rhis 153 rending firſt and foxthyich on 
high ro the Angle of Honour and Majeſty; which Hi uſe ifluerh 
fromthe Triplicisy of Parents and Death, and threainerh con- 
tinuall Impriſonments in the darke den of ſorrow ; nd horror. 
Bur the other way is that of the Rat:oxall Appetite, whereby 
2 man is carryed by rhe Motion of the Planets inth., way of De- 
ſcenſcon and bumility,to the Houſe of Riches,or God 's gotten by 


2 mans own Vertues, viz, the ſecond, which ſprin js from the * 


Triplacity of the Supreme Angle,or m'd-heaven,whergnGoodneſs, 
Power, and majeſty are ſeated; whereby 'tis evidently mani- 
feed unto us, wherher of thoſe waies is the berrep,and which 
we had beſt follow,the Motion of the Rationall, of that of the 
Senſitive Appetite. 

Laſtly, tothe 4. Queſtion 1 ſay, thar the reaſo?!, why every 
Houſe muſt be called by irs 6wn, and nor anorhe i Name ; ap- 
peares more clear thenthe Sun-ſhine ir ſelf, in t} E Conſtituti- 
o0n,Diſtintios,and Explication of the Triplicities before poſ- 
red.
